In submitting this report. we deem it our first duty to call 
the attention of the tax-payers of this county to its general 
financial standing and condition. 

It is evident, as a matter of business sense, that if the report 
of the commissioners and treasurer are to be of any value, 
afford any light by comparison, or be any check upon each 
other, they ought to embrace the same period and end at the 
same time. 

On the contrary, the report of the commissioners has been 
heretofore made up to the first day of February, and that of 
the treasurer to the fifteenth of April, in each year. So long 
as the supreme court commences its term on the first Tuesday 
of April, as at present, the most convenient and appropriate 
arrangement would be to have these reports made up to the 
first day of April in each year. 

We have made our report in full up to Feb. 1, 1878, and ap- 
pended to it a statement showing the expenses of the paupers 
at the farm up to April 16, so that next year the commissioners 
will be able to bring their report down to the proper date: 

It is impossible, under the present system, for the commis- 
sioners to know officially, at the time of making up their re- 
port, the amount of thé county indebtedness ; for, having no 
control whatever over a large share of the county expenditures, 
they can have no knowledge of a large portion of this indebt- 
edness beyond what is equally accessible to every other indi- 
vidual in the county. 
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The treasurer’s report shows that on April 15, 1877, the 








county debt was | $105,579.18 
His report for the present year shows it to be, 

on April 15, 1878, 110,952.25 

Showing an increase of $55373-07 


Seventy-two thousand dollars of this debt is bonded, and, 
substantially, all the rest is represented by the notes of the 
county. None of this draws interest at a higher rate than six 
per cent. The remainder of the debt should be bonded at the 
present low rate of interest.

There are about 25 cows kept on the farm, the milk from 
which has been used for the benefit of the paupers, and all 
the butter made on the farm has been consumed by them. In 
addition to this, we have bought. about rooo pounds of butter 
for the use of the farm. 

All the paupers have tea once a day and coffee once a day, 
molasses for breakfast and supper, brown and white bread at 
every meal, and meat twice a day, besides an abundance of 
all kinds of vegetables, mush, rice, salt fish, and pork and 
beans twice a week. 


BURNING OF FARM BUILDINGS. 


The fire, which destroyed the main building, where the 
paupers were kept, the laundry, and the old asylum used for 
filthy people, broke out March 12, 1878, at about 4 P.M., 
and was caused by a defective chimney in the main building. 
Fortunately no lives were lost. All steps that could be were 
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immediately taken by the commissioners for the relief of the 
paupers in their distressed and unfortunate condition. 

Sixty of them are now cared for at Webster’s shoe factory, _ 
near the depot, at Boscawen Plains; some are in the new 
asylum; about a dozen were taken to the city poor-farm in 
Concord, by arrangement made with Mayor Brown, where 
they are supported at an expense of $2.50 apiece per week ; 
and the remainder are cared for in the schoolhouse. A chim- 
ney was put into the new horse-stable, and some of them sleep 
there, and some sleep in the large barn. 


FRANKLIN FIRE COMPANY. 


What was saved from the flames was mainly due to the 
prompt and efficient services of the Franklin fire company, 
who, with their engine, &c., were brought down from Frank- 
lin at the earliest possible moment, on a special train, by J. 
Frank Richardson, road master of the Northern railroad. The 
commissioners, in their own behalf and in behalf of the county, 
desire ‘to express their thanks for the efficiency and prompt- 
ness of both, and for the valuable services they rendered.

VOUCHERS.

Mr. and Mrs. Rowell, who have had charge of the farm 
the past year, closed their labors April 1, 1878, and their 
places were taken by J. Albert Peaslee and wife. The salary 
of the former was $1000 per annum, that of the latter is $800.

RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


‘As last year, religious services have been held once in two 
weeks, at the almshouse. They have been conducted by the 
chaplain, Rev. A. H. Martin.

Paid out for the support of paupers at the farm, from Febru- 
ary 1, 1878, to April 16, 1878, $6,652.15. 

The expenses for supporting paupers since the fire, have 
been necessarily large, owing to the great loss of provisions, 
clothing, bedding, &c., and the other expenses resulting 
from it. 

PAUPERS SUPPORTED AWAY FROM THE FARM. 


The whole number of county paupers is about 1000. We 
have already shown the number supported at the farm. The 
remainder are supported in the towns where they happen to 
be, or at some of the state institutions.

-PAUPERS AT THE NEW HAMPSHIRE ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE. 


Paid for the support of paupers at the New Hampshire 
asylum for the insane, for the year ending February 1, 1875, 
$2,037.22. 


PAUPERS AT THE NEW HAMPSHIRE ORPHANS’ HOME. 


Since about December 1, 1877, several of our younger 
paupers have been supported at this institution, at the rate of 
$1.25 per week. At present there are seven there, between 
the ages of five and twelve. 

Judge Nesmith, the manager of the ie exerts himself to 
secure suitable places for these children, and thereby not un- 
frequently the county is relieved from all expense of their sup- 
port, and an opportunity is afforded whereby they may become 
reputable members of the community. No bills for the sup- 
port of these paupers have as yet been presented, and we are 
unable therefore to state the exact amount. 


PAUPERS AT THE REFORM SCHOOL. 


Paid for the support of paupers at the reform school, for the 
year ending February 1, 1878, $268.85. 


PAUPERS IN OTHER COUNTIES. 
Paid Hillsborough county, $130.75. 


We have no means of stating the exact amount due for the 
support of paupers off the farm, for which the county is charge- 
able, from February 1, 1878, to April 16, 1878, and have fore- 
borne to make any estimate lest it might mislead. 

Among the paupers supported away from the farm, we’ 
have some old people, who are too infirm and bed-ridden to 
be removed. There are many cases of sudden sickness, ren- 
dering it impossible to take the patients to the farm. 

All these cost extra bills. The least we pay is about fifty 
cents per week. Such are able to do something for them- 
selves, or have friends who aid them. In some instances, it 
has only been necessary to pay $2 per week for the support 
of whole families of eight or ten. They can partially support 
themselves.

IDIOTIC AND INSANE PAUPERS. 


We have on an average about thirty of these paupers. On 
an average, eight of them are supported at the New Hamp- 
shire asylum for the insane, where there are nine at the pres- 
ent time, and the rest at the farm. 

In this department we have not been able to satisfy our best 
convictions. Since the erection of the new building in 1875, 
for this class, they have been as well provided for as is practi- 
cable under the system; but we are satisfied that the attempt 
to provide for such insane as need special arrangements, in 
connection with a county establishment for all other classes, is 
neither economical nor in the interest of the insane. 

Thes persons have wants which require a much _ higher 
degree of care, skill, and attention, than others who 
are in possession of their reason. These wants cannot 
be met by the resources at our command. Disease has de- 
prived. them, in many cases, of the power to protect them- 
selves, and in others of the power of self-control, so as to 
render them harmless to others. ‘This fact necessitates great 
restriction of their liberty, and makes one of two things neces- 
sary, either confinement for the general safety, or such an ad- 
justment of care as will admit of a good degree of freedom 
without jeopardizing the peace and safety of others. There 
are ways to secure this latter condition, and hence continued se- 
clusion is wholly unsatisfactory to our sense of duty to the suf- 
fering. We are called upon either to organize and maintain 
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such a system as will render the excitable and irresponsible 
insane safe to themselves and others, with considerable liberty, 
or to keep them in seclusion, which simply means imprison- 
ment. This would deprive them of the free enjoyment of light, 
and pure out-door air and bodily exercise, and the stimulus of 
the society of others, which can be enjoyed by most, even of 
the distracted class, if furnished with the requisite attention. 
Since disease has fallen upon them and taken away the faculty 
to seek, of their own volition, these comforts and benefits of 
life, it seems no more than the dictate of common humanity to 
afford them, in their misfortune, the means to enjoy such fac- 
ulties as are left. 


This course is manifestly the one called for by our better 
nature, but the effort to put it in practice at our county alms- 
houses is beset with difficulties. To say nothing of the lack 
of knowledge and experience demanded for their care, the 
moment an attempt is made to organize an approved system on 
so small a scale, the cost of support would equal or exceed 
that incurred at regular institutions for the insane, and thus 
defeat the only object which led to the attempt to provide for 
them at the county farms. 

The idea of caring for the insane in county almshouses, at 
the present day, with the existing facilities elsewhere for this 
difficult work, would never be thought of on grounds of hu- 
manity,and would be entertained by no one except on the basis 
of dollars and cents. 

Without going into details, we are satisfied that the excitable 
insane cannot be properly provided for at a county alms- 
house, except at an expense which no county will be likely to 
incur. 

The skill and experience necessary to make them comfort- 
able is wanting, and the situation and surroundings but aggra- 
vate the evils under which they labor. 

The character of this agglomerate mass at these establish- 
ments not only has no soothing and sustaining influence upon 
the insane, who need it most of all things, butis as distracting 
as damaging. 

Under these conditions, the only course left is to doom these 
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unfortunates to a very restricted life, mostly within the rooms 
provided for them in our asylum-building, as the least of al- 
ternative evils. 

But we think there is a better plan for discharging the iets 
which the public owe to these unfortunate people. 

A few things may be taken as settled. One is, that with 
proper knowledge and skill, even the excitable and dangerous 
insane can be cared for while in the enjoyment of considerable 
personal liberty. Another is, that the special adjustment of 
surroundings can be provided much more economically for 
large than for small numbers. 

In view of these facts, we believe the care of such insane as 
are unfit, on that account, to be at large, should not be at- 
tempted at our almshouses. Jt would be a vast improvement 
to make them the wards of the state. 

There cannot be much less than three hundred of this class 
of paupers in the state, and the number is constantly increas- 
ing. Should the state provide for all, the peculiar wants of 
these saddest of our sufferers could be provided for in an intel- 
ligent and humane way, and at arate of expense far less in 
proportion to the benefits bestowed than is incurred. under the 
present system. We have no doubt that if all the insane 
paupers of the state, whose condition is such as to require spe- 
cial care, were to be provided for in one establishment, under 
direct state supervision, the same amount of money would af- 
ford them double the benefits as a return. 

Certain it is that this unfortunate class are entitled to the 
sympathy of all good citizens, and in many states they are 
made the objects of direct state care. 

We hope the time may be near when this state shall, by the 
necessary legislation, extend to these victims of mental disease 
as much sympathy, at least, as is bestowed upon the various 

classes of criminals for whom it provides. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In general, the funds of the county have been derived almost 
entirely from two sources: viz, taxation and borrowing. 
The taxes are collected by the town authorities, and paid, 
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not to the commissioners, but directly to the county treasurer, 
and the money borrowed goes directly from the hands of the 
lender to those of the treasurer. The same is true of all mon- 
eys accruing incidentally to the county. Nota penny of the 
funds ever passes through the hands of the commissioners as 
such. They are all disbursed by the county treasurer upon 
the order of the proper department. . 

The office of county commissioner is comparatively a new 
one. It was first created in 1855, and can hardly be said to 
have existed but about twenty-two years. Upon this tribunal 
were cast the duties which had been performed by the road 
commissioners. ‘These duties have but very little to do with 
the expenditure of the county funds. There were also cast 
upon them the loose and ill-defined powers formerly exer- 
cised by the judges of the court of common pleas, in relation 
to paupers and the like. 

The prevalent impression that the commissioners have both 
legally and practically unlimited control of the county funds 
and expenditures, is entirely erroneous. They have control 
of the county farm and paupers, of the purchase of furniture 
and other property for the use of the same, and any surplus of 
the avails of the farm; and, subject to the opinion of the court, 
they can decide what paupers are chargeable to the county 
and what is a reasonable sum for the maintenance of those 
paupers supported away from the farm. They have also a 
few incidental powers, and a very few special powers con- 
ferred by statute. Beyond this they have legally little, and 
practically no power, and therefore ought not to be held 
responsible. 


The expenses of running the courts have been very large. 
Criminals must be prosecuted, and are entitled to an.impar- 
tial trial. In some instances the expenses of the trial of crim- 
inal causes have been very burdensome. One case alone cost 
this county about $18,o00.. The control of substantially all 
criminal prosecutions is properly in the hands of the prosecut- 
ing officers of the state. They could not discharge their duties 
efficieutly if they were to be hampered by the action of the com- 
missioners. Over many of the expenditures which are the result 
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of these prosecutions and trials, the commissioners have not 
the slightest power or authority, as it is a matter resting en- 
tirely with the courts and prosecuting officers, and the com- 
missioners have little power in relation to the rest. Why the 
commissioners, who, for all practical purposes, have no power 
to control them, should have anything to say or do in relation 
to court expenditures, no intelligent man can understand. 

The county is also bound to furnish some kind of a tribunal 
for the trial of all kinds of civil causes. It furnishes juries, 
referees, auditors, and officers of the courts. Their bills must 
be paid, and are substantially all paid under the direction or 
upon the order of the court, the commissioners having no 
power in the premises. 

The whole drift of legislation for years has been to throw 
the great mass of pauper expenses upon the county. Whether 
this legislation was wise or unwise, is not to be determined by 
the commissioners or the county convention, but by the law- 
making power of the state. It is the duty of the commission- 
ers to take the law as they find it, and to administer it to the 
best of their ability for the public good. This legislation has 
added much to their embarrassment. 

They have to stand between the town authorities and 
the county treasury. The selectmen and the overseers of 
the poor are generally vigilant for the interest o: their respect- 
ive towns. They are upon the ground, familiar with each 
individual case and its local history, and, if any occasion for 
it arises, have the best counsel in the state behind them. With 
insufficient information, with laws fragmentary, chaotic, and 
in some cases entirely unintelligible, the commissioners are 
often compelled to act and try to do the best they can as rea- 
sonable and fair-minded men. 

The entire legislation in relation to the powers and duties 
of commissioners should be reduced to a system, so that men 
of common-sense can understand and administer it without | 
serious difficulty. What we have, has grown up by piecemeal, 
and in no department is a change more needed. ‘Twenty 
years ago their duties and responsibilities were comparatively 
few and trivial. They have grown to be among the most 
onerous and important in the state. 
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The debts of the counties probably amount to from $500,000 
to $750,000. ‘These debts and the responsibilities of the com- 
missioners are, in general, constantly increasing. . 

The county conventions have certain powers. Their lim- 
its, to say the least, are as loose and ill-defined as those of the 

“county commissioners. Nobody seems to know precisely where 
the powers of either begin or leave off. Sometimes county con- 
ventions transact all their business at a hasty session, when 
many members who ought to be present have no notice, or are 
otherwise engaged, while in other counties regular sessions 
are held. 

We have endeavored in the best of faith to comply with the 
resolutions of the convention, passed in June, 1877, in giving a 
full account of our transactions. The reports of the other 
officers of fhe county are hereto appended, and speak for 
themselves. | 

It is right that every taxpayer in the county should know 
for what purposes the county funds have been appropriated. 
It is equally due to the commissioners that they should not be 
held responsible where they have practically no power. 

In consequence of the prevalent impression, and the action 
of the county convention, we deem it our duty to make the 
foregoing suggestions.

To Commissioners of. Merrimack County : 

GENTLEMEN — The following is a brief statement of the 
deaths occurring at the Farm, from April 24, 1877, to April 
20, 1878:

It appears, from the foregoing record, that nearly all who 
have died were either the infirm aged or very young infants. 
We have had but few cases of acute disease, and these were 
non-contagious and mainly of a mild character, such as gener- 
ally arise from taking cold, such as pneumonia, influenza, 
bronchitis, and the like. This favorable result is in a large 
measure due to good ventilation and drainage and liberal 
use of disinfectants, frequent bathing, comfortable clothing, 
equitable temperature, and good wholesome food ; all of which 
have been liberally provided. And in this connection I de- 
sire to say that, in my judgment, liberality, kindness, and 
faithfulness have been conspicuously manifested by all those 
having supervision and direct chargé of the inmates, and a 
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hearty, sincere desire to make them as comfortable as their 
declining years and infirmities would admit. I desire to say, 
also, that I am quite sure that this class of persons (viz, the 
indigent and infirm,) are vastly better provided for at the 
farm than they generally are among their friends and acquaint- 
ances, as we generally meet with them, here or there, in the 
several towns in the county. 

It is well to bear in mind that the ne is the refuge for 
all the indigent, infirm, the broken-down in health, the con- 
sumptives, the epileptics, the chronic rheumatics, the cancer- 
ous, organic disease of the heart, varicose ulcers, the incurable 
insane, the idiotic, and the feeble-minded in the county. Con- 
sequently, the death-rate must of necessity be comparatively 
large.
